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1. In April 1947 the Centre] Comittee of the Gommmist Party of Venezuela 

instituted a campaign in preparation for the publication of a Marxist megazine 
to be called "E] Commicta," a small S6-page magazine to be sold for .30 

-bolivares per copy, or 5 boliveres per year, The Central Comittee assigned 
to the Federal District tha distribution of 1,000 subscriptions, paid in 
advance, to raise funds. As an encouragement for distritation, the various 
gwones of the Party were instructed that the magazines will be distributed to 
them at .40 boliveres a copy, and thet they could retain the difference 
between this and the price for sale te the public. . 


2. In instructions to the various Distriet Comittees (Comites de Radio) of the 
Federal District in April 1947, the Regional Committee of Caracas acknowledged 
the wealmess and stupidity ef the policies being followed by the Aecion 
Democratica and the present regime in Venesuele, resulting ina high cost of 
living, a housing problem, bad administration, the squandering of public funds, 
and other evils, tut warned againat the dangers of a wmillteary coup led by 
the Lopez Contreras faction. Heeause of the dangers of the latter movement 
the Party leaders are to instruct the masses in the need for suprorting the 
present Junta and Accion Democratica, in spite of their failings and in~ 
consistencies. According to the instructions, the Party has more to fear 
from a reactionury regime under Lopes Contreras, which would prevent the 
election of a President by democratic meana, and would attempt to make the 
Communist movement illegal under urgings from the United States Department ef 
State. 


3. As the result of racommendations made at a Netionel Youth Conference of the 
Communist Party held in Caraves on 2, 3, and 4 April ¢ the Political Bursau 
of the Central Committees approved the establishment of a Communist Youth 
Group fur young people betwoon the agea of 14 and 25. The group is te be 
open to independents, the only requirement for joining being the slenatures 
of tuo members of the Communist Youth or the Communist Party on the application 
of an individual, The orgenizational set-up authorized by the Communist Party 
follows closely its ow, 1.6., a Netionel Comittieo, whichwill elect an 
Executive Comittee, a Regional Committee for each state, Parochial or Dis- 
trict Camnittees, and Pracinet Cormitttes... To assure Gtirectdon and help from 
the Communist Party, the Secretary Generals in the verious Committees of the 
Party will be honorary presidents of Communist Youth organizations within 
thelr Jurisdiction, with the right to speak and vote and to preside at meetings 
uben they so desire. The Political Bureau of the Commmist Party authorized 
the constitution of a National Organizing Committees for Coimmgplet Youth, to 
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be composed of:

Instructions by tho Regional Corrmittee of the Federal District in Carceas in 
April Lventificd three men, Scott, Quintero, and Miguelena, as leaders of a. 
divisiontst group within the Perty. The divisionist croup considered the 
principal enery to be Aceion Dercocr ties, thus endongering, according to the 
Regional Cormittes, the agreed Perty line of anti-Inporialisn, ant{-CC. 21, ond 
anti-Lonez Controras, According to tho Regional Comrittes, the divisionists 

ere ~lay’ne into tho hands of tha richtists, and oncorracing splits in tho lobor 
front by fostering parallel syndicate:. The divisionists have encourcced a series 
of syndicates belonging to the Meresdes Federation, and wish the Communist Party 
to withdrou its syndicates belonging te the Polota Federetion and join them with 
the Vercetos Federction. However, the truco Party line is the wmificaticn of 
labor, onc as such the Cormunict Party fosters syndicates ulthin both fs erations, 
as vell as its own indopondent proupa. The Nepional Cormittee has also attacked 
a Lebor Charter (Carta de. les Trabojaderes), the fulfillment of which is the — 
chief sim of the divisionists. Points in this charter attacked by the Corramist 
Party includes the right of nonn-eront to strike; the obligation of transport 
workers and others in mublic service to sive 10 dnys notice of strikes the 
declaration of the tllerrd ity of a strike if the strikers attempt to control 
private pronorty of the owners; a paid vacation of only 15 doys for each year 
of uninterrupted vorl:, and contradictions rogarding stability of work. Accorde 
ine to tho Party, the Charter cives tho impression of having been written by 
olenents which are not exactly those defending’ the sacrod interests of the 
vortcers ."
